80,000 SAVED FROM 
DEATH 


Large Annual Reduction in Tubercu­ 
losis M ortality Rate Shown 
in Report. 


New York.—Tile reduction of the 
tuberculosis death rate to 114 per 100,- 
000, recently announced by the United 
States bureau of the Census, is equiv­ 
alent to a saving of more than 80.000 
lives in this country during the cur­ 
rent year, as contrasted 
with 
the 
tuberculosis death rate of 15 years 
ago, according to a statement issued 
by the National Tuberculosis associa­ 
tion. 
Tn 1005 the death rate from tuber­ 
culosis w as about 102 per 100,000. By , 
1010 it had declined to IOO; in 1015 
it w as 140. 
There was a slight In­ 
crease in 1017 and 1918, but in 1019 
there was a sharp drop to 126, and In

CHOOSING BREED OF CATTLE 


Market for Dairy Products, Climatic 
and Other Conditions Have 
Important Bearing. 
«*■ 


(Prepared by the U nited S ta te s D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture.) 
In selecting the breed of dairy cat­ 
tle suited for his particular locality, 
the farm er should give close consid­ 
eration of two sources of income from 
this kind of stock, say specialists of 
the bureau of animal industry, United 
States Department of Agriculture. One 
part of tile income is represented by 
the sale of products, either milk or 
b u tte rfa t; and the other comes from 
th e sale of surplus stock. 
Often the 
latter may amount to a considerable 
sum. even though the herd Is com­ 
posed of grade animals. 
Another point that he should hear In 
mind is that no single breed is alto- j 
gether superior to all others; it may ' 
excel In certain features, but not in '> 
all. 
It is best, therefore, to select the j 
breed 
which comes the nearest to 
meeting the necessary conditions. 
Most of the milk sold in towns and 
cities is subject to certain requirements 
as to quality, among which are stand­ 
ards for the butter fat and milk solids. 
For much milk, payment is based up­ 
on quantity by weight, without special 
reference to any butter-fat content 
above the legal standard. 
Local re­ 
quirements differ greatly as to the 
content of butter fat and solids. 
Consumers, as a rule, much prefer 
milk of a deep, rich color, which us­ 
ually is considered to he an indication 
of a large cream content. 
A distinct 
and deep cream line In the milk bot­ 
tle is another feature by which the 
quality of milk Is Judged. 
Although 
generally the consumer does not want 
to pay more for a better quality of 
product, occasionally it is possible to 
create a demand for rich milk at a 
higher price. 
Very often the benefits of co-opera­ 
tive effort are lost through the exer­ 
cise of an Inborn spirit of independ­ 
ence. 
Consequently, it frequently hap­ 
pens that In the selection of a breed 
no consideration is given to the fact 
that another breed already may he 
established in the locality. 
The pre­ 
dominance of a certain breed in a 
community offers many advantages.

scant, they do not show equal adapt­ 
ability. 
In the extreme cold of the 
North, with its long winters, different 
resisting qualities are needed as com­ 
peered with the almost tropical heat in 
♦ he southern parts of the country. 
In the United States four breeds of 
dairy cattie have attained consider­ 
able prominence, namely the Ayrshire, 
Guernsey, Hoistein-Friesian and Je r­ 
sey. 
These breeds have been devel 
oped carefully for a long time for the 
purpose of dairy production, and in 
consequence each transmits its char­ 
acteristics with regularity to its off­ 
spring. 
Certain distinct features dis­ 
tinguish each breed from tin* others, 
hut all possess ability tis milk pro­ 
ducers. 
There is, of course, consider­ 
able variation in the characteristic* 
of individuals within each breed.

Or just as often 
it is, “I want white-shelled eggs; we 
don t oai o .of those with brown shells.” 
Each group is confident they are in the 
right, but extended investigations made 
at some of Hie agricultural experiment 
stations, in which many analyses were 
made of eggs from different kinds of 
hens, have shown plainly that there 
are no uniform variations in the physi­ 
cal properties and chemical composi­ 
tion of brown-shelled as compared with 
white-shelled eggs. 
Such tests Justify 
the statement that the eggs of any 
given breed of hens, whatever the color 
of tile shells, are, on an average, as 
nutritious as those of another breed, 
provided the eggs are of the same size 
and freshness and the fowls are equal­ 
ly well fed, say specialists of the Uni­ 
ted States Department of Agriculture. 
Tile color of the shells, whatever its 
reason, is a feature which has some ef­ 
fect on the market value of eggs of do­ 
mestic poultry, although not upon their 
food value, the brown-shelled eggs 
bringing the higher price, for instance, 
In the Boston market, and the white- 
shelled eggs In tile New York market 
In England the preference Is decidedly 
In favor of the tinted eggs. Such local 
differences probably originated In the 
fact that gome one breed of hens was 
once chiefly used in a given region and 
its type of eggs set the standard there. 
Tile color of the egg content Is also 
a matter of Interest with respect to 
m arket value and domestic uses. Raw 
e„g white has a more or less greenish 
tinge, which Is apparently Influenced 
somewhat by the character of the feed, 
though no specific coloring matter has 
been isolated from it. 
When the albu­ 
men Is coagulated by heat In cooking 
the color varies from white to pale 
greenish or yellowish tones, hard to de­ 
fine, yet distinct There Is a belief that 
eggs with shells of the same color 
should show the same color In the 
cooked whites and that the cooked al­ 
bumen of white-shelled eggs Is decid­ 
edly whiter than that of eggs with 
tinted shells. 
Perhaps few persons carry prefer­ 
ences so far as to refuse an egg be­ 
cause of the color of the white, yet It
